Class  History

We  were  all  very  sad  at  the  end 
of  this  term  when  we  left,  but  we  were  looking  forward  eagerly  to  the  following  sessions. 

As  we  entered  our  Junior  year,  there  were  only  sixteen  of  us  left.  We  had  lost  three  of  our 
classmates  and  gained  one.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mackie  Ward  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mark  B.  Glasscock,  Jr.  chaperoned  this  trip  in 
April.  This  trip  was  of  great  educational  value  to  us,  but,  of  course,  we  are  inclined  to  re- 
member the  good  times  which  we  had  with  the  ex-Seniors.  On  June  9,  1951,  both  Junior  and 
Senior  classes  enjoyed  a picnic  at  Staunton  River  State  Park,  We  give  this  credit  to  our  class, 
of  course. 

As  we  enter  our  Senior  year,  we  find  that  during  the  past  summer,  two  of  our  classmates 
have  left  us  to  get  married  and  two  have  dropped  out.  This  leaves  us  a class  of  twelve.  We 
have  two  new  teachers,  Mrs.  Ruth  Scott  and  Mr.  Otis  B.  Crowder,  Jr.  , in  the  place  of  Mr.
